Study: Middle Class in Slump 


Poll finds grimmest view of financial prospects in decades 


WASHINGTON I More and more middle -class 
Americans say they aren’t better off than 
they were five years ago, reflecting econom- 
ic pressures amid growing personal debt, a 
study released Wednesday found. 

Their short-term assessment of personal 
progress, according to the study, is the worst 
it’s been in nearly half a century. 

The survey by the Pew Research Center, 
a Washington-based organization, paints a 
mixed picture for the 53 percent of adults in 


the country who define themselves as “middle 
class,” with household incomes ranging from 
below $40,000 to more than $100,000. 

It found that a majority of all Americans 
said they haven’t progressed in the last five 
years. One in four, or 25 percent, said their 
economic situation had not improved, while 
31 percent said they had fallen backward. 
Those numbers together are the highest 
since the survey question was first asked in 
1964. Among the middle class, 54 percent 


said they had made no progress (26 percent) 
or fallen back (28 percent). 

Looking ahead to the coming year, half of 
the middle class surveyed said they expected 
to have to cut more spending. 

Middle -class prosperity overall also lagged 
compared with richer Americans. From 1983 
to 2004, the median net worth of upper- 
income families — defined as households 
with annual incomes above 150 percent of 
the median — grew by 123 percent, while the 
median net worth of middle -income families 
rose by just 29 percent, hope yen (ap)

The airline issued a fresh apol- 
ogy Wednesday from Gerard Arpey, 
the chief executive of American and 
its parent, AMR Corp. Arpey said 
American “will do whatever it 
takes” to help affected customers, 
including compensating those who 
stayed overnight somewhere other 
than their final destination.

Torch Whisked From Sight 


Olympic relay through 
San Francisco rerouted 
to avoid protesters 

SAN FRANCISCO I The Olympic 
torch was rerouted away from 
thousands of demonstrators and 
spectators who crowded the city’s 
waterfront Wednesday to witness 
the flame’s symbolicjourney to the 
Beijing Games. 

The planned closing ceremony 
at the San Francisco Bay waterfront 
was canceled, and another one was 
planned at an undisclosed location. 
Massive crowds had gathered at the 
waterfront to support and protest 
the flame. 

The last-minute changes were 
prompted by security concerns 
following chaotic torch protests 
in Paris and London. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom told The 
Associated Press that the well cho- 
reographed fake-out was prompted 
by the size of the crowds amassing 
outside AT&T Park, site of the relay’s 
opening ceremony.

There was “a disproportion- 
ate concentration of people in and 
around the start of the relay,” he 
said in a phone interview, while 
traveling in a caravan that accom- 
panied the teams of relay walkers 
on its alternate course. “We felt by 


the time we got everybody on the 
sidewalks, too much time would 
have passed.” 

Less than an hour before the 
relay began, officials cut the origi- 
nal six-mile route nearly in half. 

Then, at the opening ceremony, 
the first torchbearer took the flame 
from a lantern brought to the stage 
and held it aloft before running into 
a warehouse. A motorcycle escort 
departed, but the torchbearer was 
nowhere in sight. 

Officials drove the torch about 
a mile inland and handed it off to 
two runners away from protesters 
and media, and they began jogging 
toward the Golden Gate Bridge, in 
the opposite direction of the crowds 
awaiting its passing. 

Riding with the mayor, Peter 
Ueberroth, chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Olympic Committee, said 
he was satisfied with the relay. 

“As close as anybody can do in a 
free society, so far its looking very 
good,” Ueberroth said. “Virtually 
anybody and everybody is being

President Poised to Cut Iraq Tours 


Gen. Petraeus says he 
is unlikely to back a 
second troop buildup 

WASHINGTON I America’s war 
commander in Iraq told Congress 
Wednesday he is unlikely to endorse 
any fresh buildup of troops, even 
if security in the country deterio- 
rates, signaling that the limits of 
the U.S. military have been reached 
for now. 

Gen. David Petraeus, closely 
questioned by lawmakers for a sec- 
ond day, described Iraq as a frail 
state still struggling to provide its

own security. That volatile situa- 
tion figured in his recommenda- 
tion to President Bush that a grad- 
ual pullout of U.S. troops be halted 
this summer — a recommendation 
Bush is expected to embrace in a 
speech Thursday. 

But Petraeus also spoke of the 
burden on U.S. ground forces, and 
Bush will address that, too. In his 
speech at 11:30 a.m.. Bush will 
announce plans to cut the com- 
bat tours of active-duty soldiers 
from 15 months to 12 months. 
The reduced deployments will not 
apply — at least initially — to any 
soldiers currently serving in Iraq, 


unless conditions improve to the 
point that commanders believe 
some could go home early. 

Petraeus said, “I am keenly 
aware of the strain” on the military, 
noting his own deployment since 
2001. “And I can tell you that there 
is nothing that a commander feels 
more than, in fact, the losses that 
we have sustained over there.” 

His resistance to the idea of any 
renewed increase of troops for Iraq 
reflects — at least in part — the real- 
ity that the rotation pool of about 
1.3 million soldiers and Marines has 
been exhausted. Army members in 
particular have faced repeated tours 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, and senior 
officers warn that the service’s “stra- 
tegic reserve” is at an all-time low.

Errant Shells Slam Baghdad Homes

Five years after U.S. 
capture of Iraqi capital, 
clashes kill 3 children 

BAGHDAD I Errant mortar shells 
slammed into houses and a funeral 
tent Wednesday, leaving three chil- 
dren among the dead during clashes 
in a Shiite militia stronghold under 
siege by American and Iraqi forces 
on the fifth anniversary of the U.S. 
capture of the capital. 

The fighting came as the U.S. 
military announced the deaths of 
five more soldiers. That raised the 
number of American troop deaths 
to 17 since Sunday. 

Many Iraqis said hopes that fol- 
lowed the U.S.-led ouster of Saddam 
Hussein have been quashed. 

“On this day five years ago, we 
were dreaming of a bright future, 
but now we know that our dream 
has turned into a long nightmare,” 
said Khalid Ibrahim, a 45 -year- old 
teacher from the mainly Sunni area 
of Azamiyah. 


In many ways, Baghdad resem- 
bles more of a war zone than it did 
on April 9, 2003, when American 
Marines stormed into the capital 
and pulled down a bronze statue 
of Saddam with the help of doz- 
ens of Iraqis. 


The city of about 6 million 
people has largely been carved up 
along sectarian lines, a patchwork 
of neighborhoods surrounded by 
10 -foot-high concrete walls and 
dotted with checkpoints.

early this year following a cease-fire 
by Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr, an 
influx of about 30,000 additional 
American troops and a Sunni revolt 
against al- Qaeda in Iraq.

Street fight between 
political rivals spirals 
into fires, vandalism 

KARACHI, PAKISTAN I A Street fight 
between political rivals spiraled 
into rioting in Pakistan’s biggest 
city Wednesday, with armed men 
smashing cars and setting fires. 
Five people were burned to death 
in one building and two were fatal- 
ly shot. 

It was the worst political vio- 
lence Pakistan’s new government 
has faced since taking office last 
month, vowing to curtail the pow- 
ers of U.S. -allied President Pervez 
Musharraf and cement democracy 
after eight years of military rule. 

The trouble broke out when 
pro- and anti -government attor- 
neys punched and beat each other 
with sticks near the main courts 
complex in Karachi. Soon after, 
armed men began shooting and 
torching cars in several districts, 
witnesses said. 

A nearby building was set ablaze, 
and five charred bodies were found 


on the sixth floor, said police officer 
Syed Sulaiman. Two other people 
died of gunshot wounds, including a 
paramedic whose ambulance came 
under fire while he was trying to 
help the injured. 

Salman Naguri, a 22 -year- old 
shopkeeper, said he saw two men 
on a motorbike shoot at a passing 


ambulance, which crashed into an 
electricity pylon. 

“For 15 or 20 minutes, an injured 
man was crying for help from inside 
the ambulance, but nobody helped 
him,” Naguri said. 

When another ambulance crew 
arrived, the man was dead, he said.

Kaine Signs Va. Mental Health Bills

Package aims to shore 
up gaps in light of ’07 
Va. Tech shootings 

RICHMOND, VA. | Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine on Wednesday signed a pack- 
age of bills aimed at shoring up gaps 
in the state’s mental health system 
and improving campus security in 
the wake of last year’s Virginia Tech 
shootings. 

The legislation is intended to 
improve oversight and accountabil- 
ity of a mental health system that 
came under fire after a mentally dis- 
turbed student killed 32 people and 
himself at Virginia Tech on April 16. 
The General Assembly last month 
budgeted $42 million to expand 
community-based mental health 
treatment across the state. 

“It has been a difficult year, but it 
has been a year where people haven’t 
shrinked from trying to learn and 
improve,” Kaine said as lawmakers 
and the parent of a student wounded 
in the shootings looked on. 

Killer Seung-Hui Cho had been 


ruled a danger to himself in 2005 
and was ordered to receive outpa- 
tient mental health care — but he 
never got it. 

The legislation relaxes the stan- 
dard for involuntary commitment 


to a mental health facility. Under 
current law, a person proven to be 
an “imminent danger” to himself or 
others can be forced into treatment. 
The legislation changes that stan- 
dard to a “substantial likelihood” 


SETTLEMENT SITUATION 

The state has been hoping to 
stave off lawsuits over the 
shootings by trying to negotiate 
a settlement with injured victims 
and families of the deceased: 

Under a proposal presented by 
the state last month, representa- 
tives of each of the32 killed would 
receive $100,000, with anoth- 
er $800,000 available to the 24 
injured victims. 

Kaine declined to speculate 
on when a deal might be reached. 


that the person will cause physical 
harm to himself or others. 

The bills also allow better shar- 
ing of mental health records, extend 
the time a person can be detained 
for observation, and require rep- 
resentatives of local communi- 
ty services boards to participate 
in commitment hearings. Uni- 
versities also will be required to 
develop emergency management 
plans and establish threat-assess- 
ment teams under the legislation.

$450M ultramodern 
journalism museum is 
years in the making 

WASHINGTON | A mangled and twist- 
ed metal tower that once broadcast 
radio and television signals to New 
York City from the top of the World 
Trade Center has a new home at the 
Newseum, Washington’s monument 
to press freedom and other protec- 
tions of the First Amendment. 

The tower is just one striking 
artifact inside the high-tech jour- 
nalism museum, which also includes 
large sections of the Berlin Wall, 
archival video and newspapers 
dating back nearly 500 years, and 
thousands of other objects to wow 
news junkies. 

The Newseum opens Friday in 
a $450 million ultramodern glass 
building on Pennsylvania Avenue 
— prominently seated on the last 
available site between the Capitol 
and the White House. The open- 
ing caps years of planning and 


construction after the original and 
much smaller Newseum closed in 
Arlington, Va., in 2002. 

Museum officials hope the prime 
location in Washington will help 
lure more tourists from the Nation- 
al Mall. 


“We think [people] come here 
to see their democracy in action,” 
Newseum chief executive Charles 
Overby said. “And we believe that 
the press belongs in that pilgrimage 
— that the press has a central place 
in our country’s democracy.” (ap) 


Policymakers Discuss 
Drugs in Locai Water 


Washington Aqueduct 
GM claims regions 
water is safe to drink 

WASHINGTON | Policymakers for 
the Washington region sought 
and received assurances from water 
treatment officials Wednesday that 
the area’s tap water is safe to drink. 
The discussion followed an Asso- 
ciated Press investigation into the 
presence of trace amounts of phar- 
maceuticals in drinking water sup- 
plies around the country. 

The investigation found that 
the water supplies of at least 24 
major metropolitan areas had tiny 
amounts of drugs in them. In Wash- 
ington, six drugs have been found 
in the tap water. They include caf- 
feine, painkillers, an antibiotic and 
an anti- seizure and mood-regulat- 
ing medication. 

It’s not known whether such 
tiny amounts of pharmaceuticals 


— measured in parts per billion or 
parts per trillion — have any effect 
on human health. The five-month- 
long inquiry by the AP found that 
while water is screened for drugs by 
some suppliers, they usually don’t 
tell their customers that they have 
found medication in it. 

Thomas P. Jacobus, general 
manager of the Washington Aque- 
duct — the federally owned agency 
that produces drinking water for the 
District of Columbia and parts of 
Northern Virginia — assured the 
board that the area’s water was safe 
to drink. “If we believed there was 
a risk to the public, we would turn 
off the water,” he said. 

Pharmaceuticals typically get 
into the water supply because peo- 
ple take medication, but not all of 
it is absorbed by the body; the rest 
passes through and is flushed down 
the toilet. Though water is treated, 
most treatments do not remove all 
drug residue, (ap)

Global Recession 
Risk Seen by IMF 


Monetary fund says 
slip in U.S. economy 
will be felt worldwide 

WASHINGTON I The United States 
is headed for a recession, dragging 
world economic growth down along 
with it, the International Monetary 
Fund concluded in a sobering new 
forecast Wednesday that under- 
scored the damage inflicted from 
the housing and credit debacles. 

The IMF’s World Economic Out- 
look served as a reminder of just 
how swiftly economic and financial 
fortunes in the United States and 
beyond can unravel, affecting peo- 
ple, investors and businesses around 
the globe. The fund slashed growth 
projections for the United States — 
the epicenter of the woes — and for 
the world economy. The fragile state 
of affairs greatly raises the odds that 
the global economy could fall into 
a slump, the IMF said. 


Financial problems that erupt- 
ed in August 2007 “spread quick- 
ly and unpredictably” and caused 
“extensive damage,” the IMF said.

“The IMF now sees a 25 per- 
cent chance that global growth 
will drop to 3 percent or less in 
2008 and 2009 — equivalent to 
a global recession,” the fund said.

Debut of 787 Is Delayed 6 Months 


CHICAGO I The Boeing Co. delayed 
its 787 jetliner program again Tues- 
day, pushing back its expected debut 
in commercial service to the third 
quarter of 2009 as it continues to 
grapple with problems involving its 
supply chain and the need to redo 


work done by contractors. 

The newest delays push the 787’s 
schedule back approximately anoth- 
er six months and mean the aircraft

Carb Challenge 
For Marathoners 


Jewish runner plans 
to load up on matzoh 
before Boston race 

RU N N I N G I Jonah Pesner is looking 
ahead to his crucial carb -loading, 
fuel-up meal on the night before 
running his first Boston Marathon. 
On the menu: matzoh. 

It’s not the usual choice for mara- 
thoners loading up on carbohydrates 
to drive their run, but Pesner, a 
rabbi, has limited options. 

Passover begins just two days 
before the April 21 marathon, and 
the holiday’s strict dietary rules 
mean Jewish runners can’t eat bread 
and pasta, the normal staples in the 
days before the big race. 

Besides matzoh, which is unleav- 
ened bread, Pesner plans to pound 
down foods such as potatoes during 
a rare “carb -load seder” the night 
before the race. 

Pesner never considered 
breaking the dietary rules for 
the sake of the race, which he 
is running with his wife for an 
autism charity. 

“For me, running the marathon 
is a very spiritual quest,” he said. 

The marathon is always held on 
Patriots Day, a state holiday that 
falls the third Monday in April and 
often comes within the weeklong 
Passover holiday. 

Marathon organizers try to be 
sensitive to religious concerns, but 
major changes to suit various reli- 
gions aren’t practical, said Marc 
Chalufour, spokesman for the 
Boston Athletic Association, the 
marathon’s organizer.

“You’ve got 25,000 runners 
and you obviously want to be sen- 
sitive to the needs of all of them,” 
Chalufour said. “But you can’t make 
a change to accommodate some of 
the runners at the expense of the 
majority.” 

The dietary restrictions for Pass- 
over forbid eating leavened foods, 
such as bread, cake, beer or pasta, 
which have yeast or other fermented 
grain products. 

The level of observance varies. 
An Orthodox Jew, for instance, does 
not work or drive on the first two 
and the last two days of Passover, 
so he or she would not run a mara- 
thon on those days. 

“I guess sometimes you’re look- 
ing for justification for what you’re 
doing,” he said. “My rabbi said it was 
acceptable to do, and that was good 
enough for us.” jay lindsay (ap)

STAGE TO SCREEN I It was the kind 
of offer that most Hollywood 
A-listers would jump at: a chance 
to work with Wong Kar-Wai, the 
critically acclaimed Hong Kong 
director of “In the Mood for Love” 
and “Chungking Express.” But the 
woman who Wong wanted wouldn’t 
call him back. 

“I didn’t even know who he was,” 
said Norah Jones, who, to be fair, is 
not a professional actor but a multi- 
platinum-selling singer of dreamy 
pop hits such as “Don’t Know Why” 
and “Thinking About You.” 

In the summer of 2005, after 
wrapping up along tour, Jones said, 
“I was at home, kind of bored, not 
knowing what the heck I was going 
to do. And for at least a month, my 
manager had been telling me, ‘This 
guy Wong Kar-Wai’s been wanting 
to meet with you, and here’s a DVD 
box set of all his movies.’” 

Finally, Jones watched Wong’s 
lush romance “In the Mood for 
Love,” and that got her to return 
his call — but she still didn’t know 
what he wanted. 

“I thought maybe he wanted 
music,” she said.

Instead, Jones wound up mak- 
ing her screen debut in Wong’s first 
English-language film, “My Blue- 
berry Nights,” which opens April 18. 
And she doesn’t just pop up briefly

— she’s the lead actress, backed by a 
supporting cast of Jude Law, Nata- 
lie Portman, David Strathairn and 
Rachel Weisz. The film premiered 
at Cannes last year. 

In “My Blueberry Nights,” Jones 
plays Elizabeth, a young New York- 
er who takes a road trip across the 
American West. Along the way, 
she encounters a sassy poker play-

G R 0 w T H I To borrow a crass phrase, 
Death Cab for Cutie is a grower, 
not a shower. Its records, includ- 
ing its latest, “Narrow Stairs,” due 
out May 13, are not overwhelming 
affairs; they are smart, subtle and 
emotional albums that take time 
to sink in. Their sales reflect this. 
Death Cab’s Atlantic debut, 2005’s 
“Plans,” sold 90,000 copies in its 
first week and has never sold less 
than 1,000 copies per week since, 
being certified platinum recently 
by the Recording Industry Asso- 
ciation of America. 

Like many indies. Death Cab 
was initially wary about signing 
to a major label. But Atlantic was 
able to earn the band’s trust. 

“The label has a sense of what 
sort of things we are comfortable 
with, and we can have a dialogue 
with them,” guitarist Chris Walla 
says. 

One thing the band insisted on 
was not having to force its creative 
process when it came to writing and 
recording “Narrow Stairs” and hav- 


ing the ability to be in control of 
the recording when it did happen. 

“I didn’t write any songs between 
finishing ‘Plans’ and June of 2006, 
which was almost a year,” lead sing- 
er Ben Gibbard says. “We were on 
the road, and I had no windows of 
time to sit down and work on them. 
I set the fall of 2007 as a deadline 
for myself and made sure to take 
some time off in between. I sat down 
by myself and worked on the songs 
for the first eight months of 2007; I 
needed that time to rediscover my 
individuality.” 

Once the record was finally done, 
the band and Atlantic turned to the 
next challenge: getting the core fan 
base excited about it and adding

new fans in the process. “What 
Death Cab did right was balance 
their artistic growth with their sig- 
nature sound,” Atlantic head of mar- 
keting Dane Venable says.

Staying away from 
the Taj Majal means 
fewer tourist conflicts 

No doubt the Taj Mahal steals the 
breath away. But as a repeat visitor 
to India, I have often arrived at its 
gates too exhausted to have much 
breath left to steal. 

Many tourists report being treat- 
ed like gobs of putty in the hands of 
Agra’s masterful touts, cajoled into 
unwanted side trips to trinket shops 
or pressed to hire an unauthorized 
tour guide. 

In a survey published in 2006, 
the government of India found that 
63 percent of tourists complained of 
being cheated or harassed “in many 
tourist destinations like Agra,” as 
well as Delhi, India’s capital. 

But there are endless alterna- 
tives for a holiday in India without 
the Taj, and even first-time visitors 


to the country might choose one of 
these circuits — provided they can 
stand up to friends back home bog- 
gled by the idea of visiting India 
without seeing the Taj. 

On a nine- day visit to India ear- 
lier this year, my brother and I chose 
Calcutta, not Delhi, as our gateway 
into India. By doing so, we effective- 
ly ruled out a visit to India’s north, 
in the hope of finding adventure in 
a place with few tourist headaches. 
We succeeded. 

Calcutta — also known as Kol- 
kata — is the former capital of Brit- 
ish India. Now the capital of West 
Bengal state, the city welcomed us 
with unforgettable scenes of every- 
day life. 

On our first day, we slipped out 
of the hotel to take a simple walk, 
which became an all-day affair. The 
city swept us into the bustle of side- 
walk merchants, cycle rickshaws 
and elegant Ambassador cars. 

The impossibly clean subway 
system shuttled us to the Maidan, 
the city’s large park, which opened 
up into a panorama of thousands of

Hindu pilgrims visiting for an annu- 
al festival.

escorted us deeper into the city. 

For all the digs Calcutta takes 
about its poverty, even from other 
Indians, Bengalis beam about the 
city’s unmistakably intellectual bent 
and its relaxed vibe. 


Bikash brought us to the Indian 
Coffee House for Bengalis’ favorite 
pastime — chatting. My brother and 
I sipped hot, milky coffee, ate but- 
tered toast and peppered Bikash 
for details about everyday life for 
the city’s residents. 

Sated, we continued our tour, 
driving to the workshops of Kumar- 
tuli, where artisans were carving 
images of Saraswati, the goddess 
of knowledge. But not everything 
being made in Kumartuli was 
sacred. We queried one sculptor 
about the name of the god he was 
crafting; he smiled and pointed to 
a child’s action figure that he had 
been hired to create in clay. 

From Calcutta, we chose to visit 
the state of Orissa, where countless 
temples preserve a rich history. 

We began in Puri, a coastal city 
where we ate well and took an enjoy- 


able stroll on the beach along the 
Bay of Bengal. From Puri, we hired 
a car to take us to Konarak, the site 
of the ornate Sun Temple. 

The chariot- shaped monument 
is adorned with carvings of danc- 
ers, lions, gods and couples in erot- 
ic embrace. Sanctioned guides give 
energetic tours of the 13th-century 
monument. But lines were short and 
access was easy, making our visit 
to the Konarak temple a reminder 
that India’s allure can be had with- 
out the crowds of the Taj. 

In 2001, the most recent year 
for which I could find comparable 
figures, fewer than 4,000 foreign- 
ers visited the Konarak temple. In 
contrast, the Taj Mahal received 
250,000 foreign visitors that year, 
along with millions of Indians. We 
were glad not to have been among

Rental kitchens cater 
to people starting 
small businesses 

What pushed Priscilla Maddox was 
the relentless smell of vanilla. 

Maddox was toying with launch- 
ing a cookie line after retiring from 
her 36-year hospital care job but 
was overwhelmed by the vanilla 
smell in her apartment. When she 
couldn’t find a kitchen to rent, she 
started a rent-a-kitchen that has 
become a small-business incu- 
bator for everyone from a fudge 
maker to a twosome baking gour- 
met dog food. 

“Now we call ourselves mis- 
sionaries because we’re helping 
people following their dreams,” 
Maddox said. 

Kitchen for Hire, the Brooklyn- 
based business she opened in 2000 
with partner Joan Reid, put Mad- 
dox’s cookie line dream on hold. 

The women set up in a cramped

are a for-profit spin on an already 
well-tested idea. Food-business 
incubators, many affiliated with 
universities and nonprofits, help 
farmers and entrepreneurs with 
business development plans, mar- 
ket research and, in some cases, 
manufacturing. 

Those who come to Kitchen 
for Hire get a big serving of advice 
before they’re even allowed to 
turn on the oven. Maddox is not 
shy about telling potential cus- 
tomers that their business strat- 
egy isn’t right, their labels aren’t 
catchy enough or their food just 
isn’t marketable. 

At least that’s what happened 
to Amanda Jones, who first

storefront that was previously home 
to a number of restaurants that never 
seemed able to stay in business. And 
for the past eight years, the 10 -burner 
stove, refrigerators, freezers and mix- 
ers they inherited from the previous 
tenant have been put to good use. 

Across the country, from Austin 


to Los Angeles to Chicago, renting 
commercial kitchens by the hour 
has become a cottage industry. And 
as the nation’s economy has begun 
to weaken, many newly unemployed 
cooks are looking to those kitchens 
for a new line of work. 

The kitchen rental companies 


approached Kitchen For Hire 
about two years ago with the idea 
of starting a fudge company. 

“They refused to rent to me 
at first because they thought I 
wasn’t ready,” Jones said. “Turns 
out, they were dead-on. They gave 
me advice and helped me develop 
the product.” 

After about a year of perfecting 
everything from product packaging 
to a business plan, Jones now oper- 
ates Brooklyn Fudge — which is sold 
in stores across New York City. 

Jones comes into the kitchen a 
few times per week during slow- 
er periods — and most every day 
around the holidays — spending 
about five hours putting together 
about 420 pieces of fudge with 
flavors like “Wasabi Pecan” and 
“Orange Almond.” 

Customers at most kitchens 
spend about $20 per hour to rent 
the space and in many cases need 
to purchase insurance that could 
run up to a few hundred dollars per 
year. Another thing the shared-use 
kitchens have in common is their 
hours. 

“Its a 24/7 operation,” said Alex- 
is Leverenz, who opened Kitchen 
Chicago after leaving Wall Street 
investment bank Merrill Lynch. 
“People come in here at all times of 
the day and night, and it is thrilling 
to watch them trying to start their

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Cinderella 


Forget pricey jeans: 
Getting well-heeled 
is starting to break 
the bank for most 



This spring, nearly every top design- 
er has a “Cinderella” slipper, a shoe 
priced so high that it should come 
with a handsome prince. Christian 
Louboutin’s webbed suede and but- 
ton sandals sell for $1,345, while 
Versace offers a $1,400 satin pump 
festooned with nothing more than 
a few tassels. Dior’s platform sling- 
back with beaded heel runs $1,030, 
while Balenciaga’s pink and brown 
braided sandal goes for $1,375. 

“Footwear is having its runway 
moment,” says Marshal Cohen, 
chief analyst for New York market 
research company NPD Group. 
Designers are “raising the cachet of 
the brand by having one extravagant 
style, and that one makes the other 
pairs seem more reasonable.” 

In other words, the glass slipper 
has shattered, and consumers have 
resigned themselves to splurging. 
Case in point: You pick up a sandal 
and sigh with relief when it costs less 
than your monthly car payment. 

The going price for a luxury 
designer pump has climbed from 
$350 in 2004 to $500 in the last 
year. Mary Janes, an “it” style for 
spring, range in price this season 
from $575 for a sleek patent leather 
pair by Gucci to $ 690 for suede ones 
with zaftig curves by Prada. 

Miuccia Prada was recently quot- 
ed as saying, “The obsession with 
handbags has finished for now. It 
feels over. It’s about shoes.” 

Celebrities such as Kirsten 
Dunst pout for Miu Miu ads that 
highlight accessories, and starlets 
name- check their mules on the 


red carpet. Christian Louboutin’s 
iconic crimson undersoles — as eye- 
catching as fresh spilled blood on 
asphalt — have become status sym- 
bols. Every new season brings a new 
style, and with the reign of jeans and 
casualwear, abreathtaking shoe sep- 
arates the chic from the chaff. 

That’s not exactly good news for 
shoe junkies. 

“I will literally think, ‘Do I spend 
$600 on shoes or get new plumb- 
ing?”’ says Carlota Espinosa, vice 
president of online sample sale 
retailer HauteLook.com. “They 
keep raising prices to see if people 
will pay more. And there’s no law 
that says they can’t.” 

Nor is there any way to justify the 
exponential boost in price. Cohen 
traces the trend back to 2002, when 
everyone was crying foul over $300 
jeans. “Denim stole all the attention. 


so no one noticed that footwear pric- 
es were quietly rising,” he says. “The 
retailers saw that women were pas- 
sionate about shoes and looked at

footwear as an investment.” 

Los Angeles boutique owner 
Tracey Ross felt the sting about five 
years ago. “When Chloe came on the 
scene, I remember noticing it,” she 
recalls. “All of a sudden, every line 


started designing a shoe collection 
that was more elaborate and more 
expensive.” That’s about the time 
that Lanvin entered the scene. 

Simultaneously, the dollar start- 
ed to atrophy, which drove prices up 
even more. Because the best shoes 
are made in Italy, U.S. retailers take 
a bath when buying and importing 
European footwear. 

The dollar is at a five-year low 
against the euro, but a euro on ste- 
roids isn’t solely to blame. Thanks 
to “Sex and the City” character Car- 
rie Bradshaw — the patron saint of 
footwear fanatics — shoe designers 
have become demigods. Even bache- 
lors in Duluth, Minn., knowManolo, 
and certain people can probably pro- 
nounce “Christian Louboutin” more 
easily than “Albert Camus.” 

Some blame Louboutin. 

“He started the trend when 
he introduced the platform,” says 
John Rutenberg, who recently 
retired from Barneys in Bever- 
ly Hills, Calif., after 15 years as a 
shoe sales associate. “He wanted to 
pull ahead of Manolo Blahnik, and 
his platform sold for $395 in 2004. 
Now, it costs $730.” 

Louboutin — who fetches up to 
$2,700 for a pair of crystal- studded 
pumps — refuses to take the blame 
for footwear inflation. 

“This is not in the hands of the 
designers,” he said. “It’s the retail- 
ers. If Neiman’s or Barneys decides 
that people are used to spend- 
ing $700 on a pair of pumps, why 
would they lower that price?”

Olympic Protests 

JOHN POMFRET, editor of The 
Washington Post’s Outlook section 
and author of the blog Pomfret’s 
China, was online Tuesday to discuss 
the Beijing Olympic Games. 

It really seems that things with the 
torch have been disrupted. The 
protest groups must be very well 
organized. Will all this have any 
effect on the Olympics? Is there 
really a chance that they’d be 
called off? 

I definitely agree that the protests 
have been well- organized. But I see 


no chance at all that the Olympics 
will be called off. 

Hillary Clinton says she thinks Bush 
should boycott the open ceremo- 
nies. Bush says he’s not changing 
his mind. Does this subject belong in 
political debate? 

I don’t think that anything can be 
excluded from politics, really. Inter- 
estingly enough, though, China usu- 
ally plays a role in U.S. presidential 
elections, but so far this year, other 
than Clinton’s recent statement, all 
three major candidates — Obama, 
Clinton and McCain — have all but 
ignored it. 

Should China have been grant- 
ed the Olympics in the bidding? 


With everyone so concerned about 
human rights this seems to have 
been a bad initial decision on the 
part of the IOC. What do you think? 

There’s an argument for that. But 
there was also a feeling among offi- 
cials on the IOC whom I’ve spoken 
with that the games would prompt 
change in China for the better. They 
were thinking about the positive 
political and social changes that 
happened in South Korea after 
1988. And Chinese officials insisted 
that [the] Olympics would improve 
human rights as well.

WHEN HE’S NOT fooling around, 
Brian Malow shoots bugs. Real- 
ly — his photos have appeared in 
Natural History and the Canadian 
Journal of Arthropod Identifica- 
tion. When he is fooling around, 
Malow drops science, bringing 
stage-honed stand-up chops to 
the elucidation of the natural 
world. The Koshland Science 
Museum has already hosted an 
evening of “Rational Comedy for 
an Irrational Planet” and another 
on the lighter side of infectious dis- 
ease. On Thursday, Malow returns 
with “The Final Frontier?,” explor- 
ing everything from time travel to 
creatures so hardy they’re dubbed 
“extremophiles.” 

How does one become a science 
comedian? 


I went to a magnet school for 
bipolar students. 

Seriously, any real credentials? 

I made a minor discovery ... a pic- 
ture I took here in San Francisco of 
a certain species of fly [Myatropha 
florea] . ... Well, it seems it’s the first 
proof of its existence in the Nearc- 
tic. Of course, I took the picture in 
Golden Gate Park, so maybe the fly 
was a tourist. 

You got your start in nightclubs, 
right? 

I would say that I haven’t always 
been a comic. In fact, I used to be 
an astronomer, but I got stuck on the 
day shift — which sucks. You don’t 
make any of the big discoveries. 

Do you tailor your act for general 
and specialist audiences? 

When I perform for a science crowd, 
I like to throw in the fact that I once 
met a solar astronomer, and that 


joke is kind of offensive to him. 

Is your audience exclusively human? 

They say apes are our closest cous- 
ins, but we never have them over. 

What does a science comedian do 
for fun? 

I saw a movie with my friend Chuck. 
I don’t like seeing movies with him 
’cause he always has to sit in the 


front row, because he thinks he 
gets to see the movie before any- 
body else. 

Ow. [neck spasm] 

You can’t argue with him, because 
he always has the same last word: 
The speed of light is finite. And 
that’s true, but it’s very fast: 
186,000 miles per second. So if you 
had a theater 186,000 miles long.

STAGE I If you don’t speak Spanish, 
you might need to see the Gala His- 
panic Theatre’s production of Fed- 
erico Garcia Lorca’s “Blood Wed- 
ding” a few times to take it all in. 
While the theater does provide sur- 
eties, reading them means missing 
much of the action below. 

Hugo Medrano’s direction of the 
classic 1932 romantic tragedy excels 
in sheer beauty and with emotional 
pull. Giorgio Tsappas’ sparse, arid 
set design and Martha Mountain 
and Klyph Stanford’s stage lighting 
transport the audience to Andalusia, 
the setting for a doomed wedding 
between a woman still grappling 
with her affections for a former par- 


amour, and a virile young lad who, 
despite his mother’s reticence about 
the bride, is madly in love. 

With themes of individual desire 


versus societal mores, and clandes- 
tine love, one can trace hot-blooded 
telenovelas back to this high-end 
melodrama. But, through Medra- 


no’s masterful direction and the deft 
acting of Frank Velez Rodriguez 
(the bridegroom), Maria Victoria 
Pena (the mother), Karen Morales -

OUT & ABOUT I The wait is finally 
over for news geeks — the New- 
seum opens its doors at its new 
Pennsylvania Avenue location on 
Friday, more than six years after 
leaving Rosslyn. 

The 643,000 -square-foot muse- 
um of news is three times larger than 
the old building, and is just slightly 
smaller than the National Air and 
Space Museum. And it boasts 14 gal- 
leries and 15 theaters, including a 
“4-D” theater. 

“It’s a 3-D movie, but the seats 
shake, rattle and roll,” Charles 
Overby, the CEO of the Newseum, 
said. The theater’s first flick, “Eye 
Witness Time Travel,” follows Nel- 
lie Blye as she goes undercover at 
a mental institution and Edward 


R. Murrow as he reports live from 
London during World War II. 

Like its predecessor, the News- 
eum was designed to be one of the 
most interactive museums in the 
world. Visitors can tape their own 
news broadcast of a famous event, 
or they can watch news events like 
the lunar landing unfold as they took 
place in the museum’s Internet, TV 
and radio gallery. 

But while the old Newseum relied 
primarily on interactivity, there are 
some more traditional museum ele- 
ments this time around. 

“Almost everything in it is 
brand new. We really didn’t have 
a lot of artifacts in the first one,” 
sayd Charles Overby, the CEO of 
the Newseum. “We have the most 
pieces of the Berlin Wall outside of 
Germany. We have the top 30 feet 
of the broadcast tower that was 
on top of the World Trade Center. 
We tell the story of what happened

[on Sept. 11] through the eyes of the 
journalist.” 

Perhaps the most impressive 
aspect of the Newseum is the 
building itself. Robert Young, the 
associate partner for design of the 
Newseum, said the glass building’s 
three levels were designed to look 
a lot like the newspapers it’s dedi- 
cated to. 

“When we first took this project, 
we had six or seven people come up 
with ideas on their own. A recent 
grad came to us with this crazy lit- 
tle model — a newspaper,” he said. 
“The first level is like reading the 
headline, then you peel deeper into 
the other sections of the newspa- 
per. The best part is it can be read 
in any order.” 

The multileveled layout and glass 
transparency allows for some of the 
best views of Washington. The view 
alone is worth coming to the New- 
seum, Overby said. “You can really 
see Washington, literally, from the 
studio terrace.” 

But the terrace design has an 
additional meaning for Young. 

“It’s appropriate that the muse- 
um of news allows visitors to look at 
the Capitol — journalists are sup- 
posed to keep an eye on the govern- 
ment,” he said. “It’s a nice metaphor 
that visitors to the Newseum can do

Kathleen Edwards’ 
inspiration is the 
culture of Canada 

M U S I C I You could listen to Alanis, 
Joni or Rush for hours and hardly 
suspect they all hailed from Canada. 
But give Kathleen Edwards’ latest 
CD, “Asking for Flowers,” a spin and 
the references to the Great White 
North come at you like a blizzard. 
Here, the Ontario-bred alt-country 
rocker takes the old adage “Write 
what you know” to heart. 

“I’m not trying to be overtly 
Canadian, but it’s basically where 
I live and where I was born,” she 
explains. “All my close friends are 
pretty much Canadian. Sol think 
it’s kind of inevitable that all these 
cultural things kind of penetrate 
my brain.” 

Edwards’ previous effort, 
2003’s “Failer,” was buoyed by the 
song “Hockey Skates.” This time 
around, one of her most powerful 
new songs is called “Alicia Ross,” 
and it bluntly tells of the life and 


murder of the Ontario woman. 

“Oh Canada,” is a bittersweet 
anti-anthem. The catchy “I Make 


the Dough, You Get the Glory” 
references disgraced hockey play- 
er Marty McSorley. Look it up. 


Her fans did. 

“I’m actually impressed how 
much people seek out the refer- 


ences,” Edwards says. “Marty 
McSorley is one of those weird 
obscure hockey things. I actu- 
ally did a Wikipedia [search] on 
Marty McSorley last night, and 
on his page is the reference to my 
song. I’m like ‘Oh, my God! That’s 
awesome!”’ 

When Edwards plays locally, at 
the Rams Head on Thursday and on 
Monday at the Birchmere, she’ll be 
showing off the new songs, which 
she says are a step up for her. 

“The songs, to me feel, more 
complete, so in a sense maybe that 
makes it more of a folkie record,” she 
explains. “The songs are a lot more 
thought-out. Before, I think, it was 
the energy of a five -piece rock ’n’ roll 
band that was the driving force.” 

Edwards’ gutsy vocal style gets 
so much attention that few people 
realize she’s classically trained. 

“My violin training allowed 
me to hear melodies and har- 
monies, and gave me an idea of 
pitch,” she says. “I had a lot of the- 
ory lessons, and I think that made 
me appreciate the commitment 
and discipline that’s required to 
play an instrument really well.”

Brazil With a Backbeat 


Rob Curto brings the 
soulful sound of forro 
to Planet Arlington 

MUSIC I The sound you are about 
to hear coming out of the Ross- 
lyn Spectrum Theatre could be 
described as an extremely soulful 
sort of jazz, or Latin music with 
particularly sharp elbows, or even 
a sort of super-intelligent breed of 
funky dance music. 

What accordionist Rob Curto 
and his band — singer and per- 
cussionist Liliana Araujo, drum- 
mer and percussionist Scott Kettner, 
and bass player Mike Lavelle — will 
be playing at this weekend’s Plan- 
et Arlington performance is forro, 
an earthy style of dance music that 
originated in the northeastern part 
of Brazil.” 

Curto explains that forro “was 



his musical roots are in Brazilian soil. 


originally written to be played on a 
small button accordion with percus- 
sion in the backs of people’s hous- 
es, in bars, so it was a type of social 
music that people dance to.” It’s still 


danceable — irresistibly so — but 
has been mutating ever since, thanks 
to the efforts of forro pioneers such 
as Luiz Gonzaga and later explorers, 
including Curto himself. 

Curto plays a piano accordion, 
and his instrument is “kind of the 
central instrument of the group. ... 
The traditional combo used to just 
be a low drum called a zabumba, a 
triangle and an accordion, so that’s 
sort of the minimum of what you 
need.” 

The musician-composer’s knowl- 
edge is vast, but he’s no pedant. 
“Sometimes we play at events where 
it’s more about listening, and we talk 
about the music a bit,” he says. “But 
we still try to get everyone up and 
dancing.” arion berger (express)

Whatever You Call It 


Hot Chip makes loud 
noises, wiggles about 
and defies pop genres 

MUSIC I Since 2000, the London- 
based quintet Hot Chip has been 
thwarting all attempts to devise 
a short, simple description of its 
sound. It’s pop music, sure, but 
with rock guitars and a foundation 
in dance. The band’s songs can be 
playfully tongue-in-cheek or ear- 
nestly tender, or both. On its typi- 
cally diverse third album, “Made in 
the Dark, “they fill a blender with 
new-wave synths, northern soul 
balladry, folk strumming, reggae 
rhythms, disco fabulousness and 
some unclassifiable spazz-outs, 
then hit the puree button. 

“The reason we called the album 
Made in the Dark’ is because we 
didn’t have an agenda, whether 
it was dance music or pop music 
or whatever,” says Owen Clarke, 
who plays guitar and keyboards, 
among other things (everyone in 
Hot Chip is a multi-instrumental-

ist). “It wasn’t that we were being 
obtuse or vague, but there are five 
different minds at work and 50 fin- 
gers playing instruments.” 

From Hot Chip’s hermetic home 
studios, where the bandmembers 
can indulge any harebrained idea 
that crosses their minds, le Chip has 
taken its musical contradictions into 
a very different environment — the 
stage— without losing its mischie- 
vousness or poignancy. “It’s quite 
strange that you can make music in 
your bedroom,” Clarke says, “then 
suddenly you’re in another part of 
the world presenting it to people.” 

Playing live presents certain 
restrictions for the band. “It’s a lit- 
tle more rigid,” says Clarke. “You can 
only do so much before it becomes 
a tangle of wires and looks like jug- 
gling.” Hot Chip eschews projections 
and visuals in favor of a more aus- 
tere show that emphasizes its mul- 
titude of musical ideas. 

“It’s quite a strange thing for 
people to do — make really loud 
noises with their hands, wig- 
gle about a lot and hit things,” 
Clarke concludes. “But it’s pretty 
fun, which is quite important.”

He conceived Kelly in 2005 by 
playing around with his voice. “I 
just found myself saying, ‘Shaat 
up! Betch!’ That’s how she start- 
ed. ... I enjoy talking that way,” Sul- 
livan says. 

Kelly stumbled a bit at first 
as Sullivan ironed out her ward- 
robe and milieu. “I first did her 
as a stand-up routine, but it didn’t 
really work, because I didn’t have 
the look of her going. It was just, 
‘Oh, that’s just another Valley girl 
character,”’ says the 34 -year- old 
comedian. 

The song “Shoes” popped into 
his head after listening to a girl 
talk about spending $300 for 
a pair. Suddenly, he envisioned 
Kelly as a recording artist or even 


a video diva. “So I dressed up as 
Kelly, went onstage and did the 
song, and it worked. It was one 
of those moments where it could 
really be hilarious or embarrass- 
ing. I didn’t really know what I 
had. It’s just grown into the huge 
following.” 

Kelly’s follow-up songs, “Let Me 
Borrow That Top” and “Text Mes- 
sage Breakup,” are equally popular. 
Despite, or perhaps because of, Kel- 
ly’s aggressive materialism, physical 
oddities and mental vapidity, Sul- 
livan sees her as a heroine. 

“I didn’t want to make her the 
butt of the jokes, because other- 
wise, it’s just me making fun of

The Shadow Century 


The cinema of 100 
years ago sees the 
light at the Archives 

FILM I Annually since 2003, Randy 
Haberkamp, the Director of Educa- 
tional Programs at the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, 
has turned back the calendar TOO 
years. On Thursday, the National 
Archives welcomes his latest eve- 
ning of shorts, “A Century Ago: The 
Films of 1907.” 

As expected when silents are 
screened, there will be music, on this 
occasion provided by performer/ 
composer Michael Mortilla. But the 
medium itself has undergone such 
drastic change that a tour guide is 
now required. Haberkamp will be 
on hand to provide some context. 

Pathe Freres’ “The Life and 


Passion of Jesus Christ” will be 
offered only in selected scenes — 
just as exhibitors were invited to 
do when the film was a box-office 
smash. 

“You could buy individual shots,” 
Haberkamp explains. “So if you 
thought, ‘Well, I’m gonna save a 
little money,’ or, ‘I don’t need the 
middle story — I’m just gonna do 
the Nativity and the Crucifixion and 
skip all the rest of it,”’ that option 
was open. “It was very free -form, 
and the exhibitors had a lot of con- 
trol over content.” 

Trick photography was all the 
rage. Pathe’s “Les Kiriki, Acrobates 
Japonais” packs many impossible 
stunts into a brisk three minutes. 
“Basically, they were lying on a black 
floor that had been designed to look 
like aproscenium,” Haberkamp says. 
“They timed it all out and worked it

all out. I think it’s just an amazing 
film.” In addition to being outfit- 
ted with superhuman strength and 
agility, the performers are attired 
in hand-tinted finery. 

Perhaps the most shocking 
offering is “The ‘Teddy’ Bears.” A 
charming and innovative interlude 
of stop -motion animation breaks 
the narrative of Edison’s melding 
of myth and history, which com- 
bines the Goldilocks story with a 
defining moment from the biog- 
raphy of Teddy Roosevelt. But the 
film’s ending raised hackles even 
among those familiar with the 
president’s taste for rugged out- 
doorsmanship. 

“We’re so inundated with imag- 
es that going back and thinking 
about what it would be like to see 
shadows moving on a screen for the 
first time — it’s just amazing,” says 
Haberkamp. “It’s impossible for us 
to really grasp, I think, how incred- 
ible that is.” GLENN DIXON

From Studio to Stage 



Bassist Marcus 
Miller reasserts his 
voice on the jazz 

MUSIC I Marcus Miller garners 
so much acclaim for producing 
Grammy-winning albums for art- 
ists including Miles Davis, Luther 
Vandross, Wayne Shorter and 
Aretha Franklin, it’s easy to for- 
get he’s a formidable bassist and 
bandleader. 

Miller’s strength as a solo art- 
ist is illustrated on his new album, 
“Marcus,” a captivating summation 
of his acumen with jazz, funk, R&B 
and pop. Intriguing covers of Miles 
Davis’ “Jean Pierre,” Denise Wil- 
liams’ “Free” and Robin Thicke’s 
“Lost Without U” nestle among 
noteworthy originals. 

He’s been leading a touring band 
since 1991 and skews more toward 
Asia, Europe, South America and 
Africa than the U.S., hitting venues 
in his home country yearly. And on 
those tours, D.C. proves to be one 
of his most popular stops. 

“For some reason, D.C. and I 


click. It didn’t hurt that I wrote 
fit’s ‘Da Butt,’ too. So I got a little 
go-go connection,” Miller says. “But 
I think, really, it’s because D.C. is a 
very soulful town and they relate to 
soulful music.” 

Miller does admit that producing 
albums for so many other musicians 
has, at times, hindered his voice as 
a solo artist. “I was involved with 
so many different methods of mak- 
ing music, so that slowed me down 


in finding my path,” he says. “Once 
I found it, all of those experiences 
really helped me, because I had so 
many tools from trying to come up 
with the right song or an arrange- 
ment. ... I really don’t get stuck that 
often anymore, because I have so 
much to draw upon.” john murph

C 0 M E D Y I The ABC improvisation- 
al- comedy show “Whose Line is it 
Anyway?” may have ended its run, 
but Colin Mochrie and Brad Sher- 
wood, two of the show’s stars, are 
making sure its humor lives on. 

“We’ve been doing the show with 
a lot of people, but we wanted to 
be onstage more,” said Sherwood, 
the dark-haired, taller of the two, 
speaking of his and Mochrie’s 
two -man stand-up setup. “Plus, 
we don’t have to split the checks 
10 ways.” 

Mochrie (the rubber-faced, less- 
haired) said the live show will fea- 
ture many of the games “Whose 
Line?” fans have grown to love, 
and the audience will still get to 
participate in throwing out ideas 
for the fast-thinking comics. 

“Whose Line?,” the American 
successor of a wildly popular Brit- 
ish show that featured such stel- 
lar participants as Stephen Fry 
and John Sessions, managed to 


find success among hundreds of 
improv troupes, something both 
Sherwood and Mochrie attributed 
to the show’s format. 

“‘Whose Line?’ came close to 
capturing the atmosphere of a 
small club,” Mochrie said. “All 
the games were short, and every

game was different. And we had 
the added benefit of being able to 
edit out the unfunny parts.” 

But this time around, there’s no 
safety net for the performers. 

“Unlike television, we’re in 
charge of our own fate,” Moch- 
rie said. But even if a joke bombs, 
Mochrie isn’t worried. “With 
improv, you never die alone. If 


you go down, you go down with a 
friend. I have the utmost respect for 
stand-up comedians, but there’s no 
way in hell I would do that.” 

The unscripted nature of improv 
provides much of the allure for 
Sherwood, who also wrote and 
performed sketch comedy for “The 
Newz,” a syndicated show that ran 
between 1994 and 1995. 

“There’s something really fun 
about sketch; it’s rewarding writing 
sketch. But improv is so immedi- 
ate,” Sherwood said. “Sketch is like 
building a cool building. Improv 
is more like skydiving. It’s a dif- 
ferent rush.” 

Sherwood’s metaphors didn’t 
stop there. 

“Improv is a comedic martial 
art. You get better by practic- 
ing, there’s a lot of instincts and 
reacting,” he said. “In a karate 
fight, it’s all instincts, and that’s 
kind of the same with improv. You 
don’t really know till you try it.”

OfTragedy 

A Holocaust story 
gets a dose of uplift 
in Laura Zam’s play 

STAGE I Eighteen characters, one 
actor, a dose of comedy,; the Holo- 
caust — an unlikely mix. Yet play- 
wright Laura Zam tackles these 
with humor and grace through 
her one-woman play, “Collaterally 
Damaged.” 

The nonfiction performance 
focuses on the life of Zam’s moth- 
er under the shadow of Nazism. It 
traces her travails as she is deport- 
ed from towns throughout Poland, 
enslaved in Auschwitz and forced 
to march into Germany. 

As Zam puts it, the Holocaust “is 
this seminal story that’s supposed 
to have taught us that we can’t 
have these kinds of crimes against 
humanity, and yet we have [them] ,” 
as evidenced in Darfur. “‘Never 
again’ doesn’t really make sense.” 

In the narrative (and in life), 
Zam goes back to Poland to follow 
her mother’s path. She ends up trav- 
eling with an ex-boyfriend videog-

rapher across Europe, interviewing 
people about war, fighting with the 
ex, visiting Auschwitz, and trying 
to find the contemporary relevance 
of the Holocaust. 

It’s a enthralling story, and 
all true, and even — improbably 
— funny. “I don’t go into many 
graphic details.” 

Her mother was ultimately lib- 
erated by British soldiers and went 
on to have a daughter, and to ten- 
derly berate her about the hardships 
she missed out on. “Eighteen but- 
tons I had to sew on those Nazi uni- 
forms, everyday! Eighteen buttons!”

Bonnie & Clyde’s 
path to folk heroism 

DVD I There are two stories of Bon- 
nie Parker and Clyde Barrow. 

The first covers the bare facts 
of their lives: Born into impover- 
ished families, they robbed banks, 
killed people and escaped numerous 
police ambushes as they maraud- 
ed through the Midwest during 
the 1930s. 

The second encompasses the leg- 
end: Outraged by the great divide 
between the haves and have-nots. 


they became Robin Hoods, holding 
up banks on behalf of the poor. 

According to Warner Home 
Video’s thorough new two -DVD 
set, Arthur Penn’s 1967 “Bonnie 
& Clyde,” which made stars of 
Warren Beatty and Faye Dun- 
away, falls somewhere between 
the historical truth and the sexi- 
er myth. A 1994 History Channel 
documentary, included on the sec- 
ond disc of bonus material, reveals 
the considerable liberties the film 
takes with the characters and the 
timeline. 

However, “Bonnie & Clyde” 
remains essentially true, partly 


because Penn is just as concerned 
with their transformation into folk 
heroes as he is with their criminal 


exploits. The violence, so controver- 
sial at the time, no longer shocks, 
but, fortunately, there’s a compelling 


story underneath that transcends 
the gangster-movie trappings. 

It helps, of course, that the 
entire cast give kinetic perfor- 
mances. Beatty and Dunaway may 
be two of the most beautiful bank 
robbers in American cinema, but 
their handsomeness never feels glo- 
rified, thanks to Burnett Guffey’s 
understated cinematography, which 
captures new shapes in their faces 
with each close-up. 

Ultimately, “Bonnie & Clyde” 
sympathizes with its main char- 
acters, but only rarely romanticizes 
them. In fact, the highly unglam- 
orous third act builds to one of 
the most potent endings imagin- 
able, and the matter-of-factness — 
and the protracted length — with 
which their deaths are shot retains 
its power to shock. 

There are no swells of music, 
no wide shots of the tableau, just a 
few moments of stunned silence fol- 
lowed by the blackness of the cred- 
its screen. Their deaths, the film 
tells us, ensured they’d live forever.

Real Fresh Fields 


Green ideas grow 
— under water — at 
one Purcellville farm 

C R U N C H Y I Even on a cold Sunday, 
Washingtonians swarm the Dupont 
Circle FreshFarm Market. 

Customers walk from booth to 
booth, smelling produce and ask- 
ing questions. Everything from 
free-range pork sausage to hot 
cider made from six varieties of 
apples to greens — plenty of glo- 
rious greens. 

But these aren’t just any greens. 
They’re hydroponically grown let- 
tuces and herbs from a farm about 
50 miles away. Endless Summer 
Harvest in Purcellville, Va., is rec- 
ognized statewide for its innova- 
tive farming techniques. Farmer 
Mary Ellen Taylor calls the opera- 
tion “beyond organic.” The farmers 
and their computer grow 25 vari- 
eties of lettuce, basil. New Zealand 
cilantro, dill, and mint using no soil 
and no pesticides. 

Hydroponic greenhouses 
employ solutions of mineral nutri- 


ents instead of dirt to grow food. 
The seeds start growing in a dark 
barn with overhead lighting before 
moving into climate -controlled 
greenhouses. Loud music blasts 
from a stereo; as a handwritten 
sign says, “Plants grown on Rock 
& Roll. Never turn off music.” 

The plants are also grown with 
a whole lot of water. But Endless 
Summer recycles 90 percent of 
that water. It also uses recycled 
cooking oil from area restaurants 
to fuel the operation. By next year, 
Taylor says, the farm will be fossil 
fuel independent. 

The idea for Endless Summer 
Harvest originated at Disney World 
and became a reality at a high school 
reunion. President Dennis Lentz, 
an advertising director at AOL, was 
inspired by “The Land,” a hydropon- 
ics exhibit at Disney World’s Epcot 
Center. He wanted to start a farm 
but he needed partners with agri- 
culture expertise. 

Everything came together at his 
wife’s 20th high school reunion. 
Kathy Lentz’s best friend from high 
school, Mary Ellen Taylor, happens 


to be married to a third-generation 
horticulturalist and curator for the 
U.S. Botanic Gardens, Wally Reed 
Jr. One brainstorming session was 
all it took to bring the idea to life. 

At the Dupont Circle market, 
Taylor’s sister Kathleen does the 
selling. About 70 percent of her 
customers are repeat buyers, she 
says, so Dupont shoppers know 
her face well. 

Mary Ellen and Kathleen say 
their greens constitute a special- 
ty niche. That’s why some of End- 
less Summer’s biggest buyers are 
acclaimed restaurants like the 
Tuscarora Mill, Poste Brasserie 
and Equinox. 

“I want to be the Tiffany & Co. 
of lettuce,” Mary Ellen says with a
